A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every Instance where reconsideration is requested In view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below conceming the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed 112 first paragraph rejection. Applicant provided 
arguments for why the 1 12 rejection should be withdrawn. Dr. German explained why the Declaration (showing that 
Mash1, Ngn3 and NeuroDI can produce insulin producing cells using pancreatic cells) provides sufficient guidance for 
making and using the genus of neuroendocrine bHLH transcription factors in the claimed methods. Discussed with 
applicant the enablement rejection for making and using the genus of mammalian cells (e.g., precursor cells) in the 
claimed methods. Applicant stated that he has been able to use liver and pancreatic cells in the claimed method. 
Examiner will consider argument by applicant when submitted in writing. 
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
